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Hon.  Secretary's  Report  for  1933. 


THE  year  1933  has  confirmed  the  developments  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital 
which  were  evidenced  by  the  figures  of  1932,  and  has  indeed  eclipsed  the  record 
set  up  in  that  year- 

During  the  year  the  number  of  births  has  been  : — 

In  the  Hospital  :  2,1  06 

At  the  Branches  :  389 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year  was  3, 1  08,  being 
an  increase  of  434  over  1932  The  average  daily  number  of  patients  resident  was 
1  10.3  as  against  96.31  in  1932,  and  the  average  number  of  days  residence  13.01 
compared  with  1  3. 1  3  days  in  1932. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  was  9,718,  a  weekly 
average  of  193. 

During  the  year  39  Medical  Students  were  trained  and  1  General  Practitioner  took 
a  Post-Certificate  Course.  95  Pupil  Midwives  were  trained,  of  whom  80  entered  for 
the  examination  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board,  76  obtaining  Certificates. 

Pupils  came  from  all  parts  of  England,  Wales  and  Scotland,  and  from  the  following 
Institutions  under  special  arrangements: —

A  good  deal  has  been  said  and  written  lately  on  the  subject  of  the  administration 
of  anaesthetics  at  Child-birth.  A  special  fund  has  been  raised  in  connection  with  the 
National  Birthday  Trust  Fund  by  Mrs.  Stanley  Baldwin  to  provide  anaesthetics  for 
Maternity  Hospitals.  It  may,  therefore,  interest  subscribers  to  this  Hospital  to  know 
that  long  before  there  was  public  appeal  for  this  purpose*— -in  fact  from  the  very  early 
days  of  the  Hospital— it  has  been  the  regular  practice  to  give  anaesthetics.  During 
last  year  1,807  mothers  were  given  a  general  anaesthetic  and  689  had  “Twilight 
Sleep.’’ 

DEATHS 

The  death  rate  during  the  year  was  remarkably  low — of  the  1,591  normal  deliveries 
only  3  mothers  died,  and  death  in  each  of  these  cases  was  due  to  a  serious  medical 
condition  which  complicated  pregnancy. 

The  death  rates  were  as  follows:- — 

Normal  Deliveries  —  0. 1  8% 

Morbidity  Rate  —  3.5  1  % 

Foetal  Mortality  Rate  —  4.7% 

The  Chairman  and  Honorary  Treasurer  are  the  representatives  of  the  Board  of 
Management  on  the  Committee  of  the  Leeds  and  District  Employers’  Fund,  which  is  the 
re-organised  Fund  arising  out  of  the  amalgamation  of  the  Employers’  Contribution  Fund 
and  Leeds  Voluntary  Hospitals’  Fund.  It  is  hoped  that  the  re-organisation  of  these 
two  bodies  will  result  in  a  substantial  increase  in  the  revenue  obtained  from  these 
sources,  which  during  the  past  two  or  three  years  has  fallen  off  very  considerably. 
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The  Chairman  continues  to  serve  as  the  representative  of  the  Hospital  on  the  Public 
Assistance  Committee  of  the  Leeds  Corporation. 

The  Honorary  Secretary  has  represented  the  Hospital  on  the  Committees  of  the 
Babies’  Welcome  Association  and  the  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee  of 
the  City  Council. 

Beds  in  the  Hospital  have  been  maintained  by  the  Caroline  March  Bequest,  the  late 
Mr.  J.  Newton  Sharp,  Miss  M.  Newton  Sharp  and  the  Leeds  and  District  Confectioners’ 
Association. 

More  than  ever  the  Hospital  is  indebted  to  the  Linen  League  for  their  loyal  support. 
During  1933  they  provided  £  1  24  for  the  purchase  of  garments  and  linen  for  the  mothers 
and  babies,  a  list  of  which  will  be  found  under  “  Gifts  in  Kind  ”  on  pages  33-34.  A 
sum  of  £300  was  also  received  during  the  year  which  completed  the  £1,000  promised 
for  the  naming  of  a  ward.  1  his  sum  was  included  in  the  accounts  for  1932.  The 
Board  once  again  extend  their  grateful  thanks  for  this  valuable  help. 

During  the  year  the  Sewing  Party  have  met  regularly  at  the  Hospital  and  have  made 
many  garments  for  the  mothers  and  babies,  and  given  valuable  help  to  the  Hospital 
in  this  way.  They  have  also  organised  several  successful  efforts  to  raise  funds  for 
the  ultimate  maintenance  of  a  cot. 

The  reports  of  the  Honorary  Secretaries  of  these  Committees  showing  detailed 
results  of  their  efforts  are  incorporated  in  the  Annual  Report. 

Much  encouragement  has  been  given  to  the  Board  by  the  response  received  from 
the  various  Women’s  Organisations  connected  with  the  churches  and  chapels  in  the 
City-  The  Districts  which  have  helped  are  as  follows

At  every  meeting  which  has  been  addressed  by  a  speaker  from  the  Hospital,  a  ready 
response  has  been  received  and  groups  of  helpers  have  offered  to  act  as  flag  sellers, 
or  as  collectors,  or  to  make  garments  for  the  babies.  Parties  of  visitors  from  these 
organisations  have  visited  the  Hospital  and  have  been  most  interested  and  appreciative. 

On  the  occasion  of  his  visit  to  Leeds  in  September,  the  Minister  of  Health,  Sir 
E.  Hilton  Young,  inspected  the  Hospital  and  expressed  his  satisfaction  with  all  he  saw. 

Leeds  Voluntary  Hospitals*  Council.  For  years  it  has  been  the  ideal  of  many  of  those 
closely  associated  with  the  administration  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  in  the  City  to 
create  a  means  whereby  the  work  of  the  Institutions  might  be  co-ordinated.  After 
years  of  consideration  and  discussion  among  the  Medical  and  Lay  Representatives 
of  the  Hospitals,  a  Scheme  was  formulated  and  brought  into  being  as  from  1st  January, 
1934,  under  the  guidance  of  a  Council  to  be  called  the  Leeds  Voluntary  Hospitals 
Council.  The  Council  will  consider  and  advise  upon  all  problems — medical,  financial 
and  administrative  of  the  component  Hospitals,  and  while  it  has  no  executive  powers 
will  provide  the  means  of  discussing  and  considering  all  the  hospital  problems  which 
arise,  from  the  general  as  well  as  the  particular  point  of  view.  It  is  hoped  by  this 
means  to  avoid  much  over-lapping  of  work  and  to  provide  an  efficient  Hospital 
service. 

The  Chairman,  Honorary  Treasurer  and  Honorary  Secretary  serve  on  this  Council 
as  representatives  of  the  Hospital. 
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Post  Natal  Clinics.  In  order  that  patients  may  have  the  benefit  of  advice  and 
treatment  after  confinement,  post  natal  clinics  are  now  held  once  a  week  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Department.  Where  it  is  unnecessary  or  impossible  for  the  mother  to  attend 
these  clinics  she  is  put  in  touch  with  the  nearest  Babies’  Welcome  Clinic,  where  she 
and  the  baby  can  be  cared  for.  The  Hospital  is  now  working  in  closer  co-operation 
with  the  Babies’  Welcome  for  the  benefit  of  the  patients.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Board 
to  assist  mothers  to  take  advantage  of  all  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  services 
which  the  City  provides.

The  Board  are  glad 
to  feel,  however,  that  although  they  are  no  longer  able  to  take  an  active  part  in  the 
administration  of  the  Hospital,  they  still  retain  their  sympathy  and  support. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  for  their  untiring 
work  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital,  and  also  the  House  Surgeons,  Matron,  Nursing  Staff 
Secretarial,  and  Domestic  Staff,  particularly  for  the  extra  work  they  have  done  so 
cheerfully  during  a  very  strenuous  year.  The  Board  also  desire  to  thank  Rev.  Canon 
Jherens  for  his  services  as  Chaplain,  which  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  patients 
and  staff. 

The  work  of  the  Almoner  s  Department  continues  to  be  of  the  greatest  value  to  the 
Hospital  and  to  the  Maternity  Services  of  the  City.  It  forms  a  link  between  the  actual 
work  of  the  Hospital  and  many  after-care  organisations  so  that  mother  and  child 
receive  the  benefit  of  all  the  existing  facilities.  The  sincere  thanks  of  the  Board  are 
given  to  Miss  E.  M.  Clarke  for  her  work  as  Almoner. 

The  very  sincere  thanks  of  the  Board  are  expressed  to  Blood  Donors  and  to  the 
Leeds  Blood  Transfusion  Service,  for  their  invaluable  help  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  tendered  to  the  Leeds  Workpeople’ s  Hospital  Fund 
for  the  increase  of  £l  50  in  their  grant  to  the  Hospital  the  total  sum  for  this  year  handed 
to  the  Hospital  being  £2,150. 

The  best  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  to  all  those  kind  friends  who  collected  and 
sent  us  eggs,  a  much-valued  gift  and  assistance  in  the  housekeeping.  The  total 
number  of  eggs  received  during  1933  amounted  to  16,216.  The  Board  also  wish 
to  thank  all  friends  who  have  helped  in  many  ways  to  raise  funds  for  the  extensions, 
including  the  large  number  of  friends  who  have  assisted  on  Flag  Days  or  by  gifts  of 
clothing,  papers,  flowers,  etc.,  for  the  patients  and  staff. 
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The  cordial  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Management  are  extended  to  Mrs.  Dunsford 
Richardson,  the  Ward  Presidents  and  Collectors  for  their  continued  activities  on  behalf 
of  the  Hospital. 

The  foregoing  Report  conveys  an  impression  of  the  increasing  activities  of  the 
Hospital,  and  justifies  the  determination  of  the  Board  ten  years  ago,  to  provide  a 
Maternity  Hospital  worthy  of  the  City.  1  he  increased  work  has,  however,  brought 
with  it  problems  and  anxieties  which  the  Board  feel  must  be  faced  and  dealt  with 
during  the  coming  year. 

Although  the  extensions  to  the  Hospital  were  completed  only  four  years  ago,  the 
present  accommodation  is  already  being  continuously  used  to  its  absolute  limits. 

When  this  happened  only  occasionally  it  was  possible  to  cope  with  the  work,  and  the 
Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs  cheerfully  undertook  the  extra  burden.  During  the  last 
months  of  the  year,  however,  the  high  number  of  patients  in  residence  has  been  contin- 
ously  maintained  and  the  prospects  for  the  future  indicate  an  even  greater  volume  of 
work  with  which  it  will  be  impossible  to  deal,  with  the  present  accommodation. 

Ultimately,  if  the  Hospital  continues  to  grow  in  popularity,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
provide  considerable  extensions,  and  this  is  a  problem  which  the  Board  will  have  to 
examine.  For  the  moment  the  work  of  this  Hospital  must  be  carried  on  in  the  present 
quarters.  In  the  face  of  the  big  appeal  now  being  made  by  the  Leeds  General 
Infirmary  whose  immediate  need  is  even  greater  than  that  of  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital 
some  little  time  must  elapse  before  any  large  campaign  can  be  undertaken.  We  ask 
friends  of  the  Hospital  not  to  relax  their  efforts  to  pay  off  the  remainder  of  the  debt 
on  the  Extension  Fund,  to  obtain  subscriptions  and  to  collect  funds  for  the  purpose  of 
building  up  a  reserve  for  the  necessary  extensions  in  the  near  future. 

There  is  a  class  of  patient  whose  claims  on  the  Hospital  cannot  be  ignored,  and  for 
whom  at  present  no  accommodation  is  available.  Those  people  with  small  incomes 
who  cannot  possibly  afford  the  cost  of  the  Nursing  Homes  and  yet  who  would 
willingly  pay  a  small  fee  if  they  could  come  to  the  Hospital.  To  the  wives  of  young 
business  and  professional  men  living  often  in  flats  or  furnished  rooms  the  provision 
of  a  Pay-Bed  block  would  be  of  the  greatest  value.  Every  week  enquiries  are 
received  from  such  people  and  nothing  can  be  done  to  help  them.  In  the  opinion  of 
the  Board  the  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital  will  not  be  fulfilling  its  function  completely 
until  maternity  service  can  be  offered  to  all  classes  of  citizens  of  Leeds.

Annual  Subscriptions  and  Ward  Subscriptions  remained  practically  the  same  but 
with  the  death  or  removal  of  certain  generous  supporters  of  the  Hospital,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  find  new  subscribers  to  take  their  place  if  our  Income  is  not  to  decrease 
considerably  during  the  coming  year,  and  the  Board  appeal  very  earnestly  to  all  friends 
to  assist  them  in  obtaining  new  Annual  Subscribers 

Donations  fell  from  £154  16  11  to  £12  15  6;  the  difference  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
in  1932  a  donation  of  £  1  20  was  received  from  the  Old  Sewing  Party  on  its  being  wound 
up,  and  £22  from  the  Operatic  and  Dramatic  Society. 

Central  Funds — The  annual  grant  from  the  Leeds  Workpeoples  Hospital  Fund  was 
increased  from  £2,000  to  2,150  and  the  Board  desire  to  express  their  grateful 
appreciation  of  the  support  received  from  this  Fund.  The  Employers’  Contribution 
Fund  and  Leeds  Voluntary  Hospitals’  Fund  grants  decreased  from  £321  1  8  to 

£285  13  7,  and  from  £165  6  4  to  £144  13  0  respectively.  These  Funds  have  now 
been  amalgamated  and  the  Fund  will  be  known  as  the  Leeds  and  District  Employers’ 
Fund.  It  is  hoped  that  the  reorganisation  now  in  progress  will  result  in  increased  funds 
being  available  for  distribution  to  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  in  Leeds- 

Other  Income— Other  valuable  support  was  received  in  the  Grant  of  £5,000  from  the 
Leeds  Corporation  for  work  carried  out  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Scheme.  Contributions  from  patients  amounted  to  £3,298  8  0  as  against  £2,91  7  16  4 
in  1932,  an  increase  of  £380  1  1  8.  Payments  made  on  behalf  of  patients  from  areas 
outside  the  City  totalled  £4,248  5  1  0  as  compared  with  £3,926  14  1  the  previous 
year,  an  increase  of  £32 1  II  9. 

Receipts  from  Dividends  fell  from  £448  7  7  to  £2  76  3  11  consequent  upon  the 
conversion  of  5%  War  Loan  to  3  War  Loan  and  to  the  fact  that  in  1932  conversion 
Bonus  was  received.  This  will  be  a  permanent  loss  of  income  and  it  is  hoped  that  all 
those  who  are  contemplating  benefiting  Institutions  in  their  Wills  will  remember  our 
Hospital,  as  there  is  a  very  great  need  of  building  up  our  invested  funds,  not  only  to 
make  good  the  loss  of  income  on  our  present  investments  but  also  to  provide  for  future 
developments  of  the  Institution,  and  the  resultant  increased  maintenance  costs. 

Expenditure — Ordinary  Expenditure  increased  from  £18,728  16  2  to  £19,367  2  2 
an  increase  of  £638  6  0.  This  is  partly  due  to  an  adjustment  consequent  upon  the  loss 
on  the  sale  of  one  of  the  district  houses,  £239  12  5.  The  difference  remaining  can  be 
reconciled  with  the  greater  volume  of  work  performed  during  the  year,  that  is,  3,  1  06 
cases  as  against  2,674  in  1932,  with  a  daily  average  number  of  patients  resident  of 
1  10.3  as  against  96.31  the  previous  year. 
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Extensions  Fund — During  1933  donations  and  other  contributions  amounting  to 
£1,31  1  6  0  were  received,  reducing  the  overdraft  on  this  Fund  to  £2,058  1  8.  The 
Board  desire  to  thank  all  those  who  have  helped  to  raise  these  contributions,  parti¬ 
cularly  the  organisers  and  helpers  of  the  Leeds  University  Rag,  £175  0  0,  Alexandra 
Rose  Day  £79  14  10,  Mrs.  A.  E.  Ives,  Dinner  Dance,  £110  0  0,  the  organisers  and 
helpers  of  the  Hospital  Flag  Day,  £439  9  10. 

It  will  be  seen  that  £2,058  1  8  still  remains  to  be  raised  before  the  debt  on  the 
Extensions  Fund  is  wiped  off  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  the  friends  and  supporters  of  the 
Hospital  will  make  some  effort,  however  small,  to  help  the  Board  to  raise  the  amount 
still  outstanding  during  1934.

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Sewing  Party,  I  have  much  pleasure  in 
saying  that  we  have  had  a  very  successful  year-  We  have  held  our  fortnightly 
meetings  regularly  and  they  have  been  well  attended  and  good  work  has  been  done, 
the  number  of  garments  made  amounted  to  5  15.  In  the  autumn  Mr.  Barran  was 
kind  enough  to  provide  us  with  an  electrically  driven  Sewing  Machine,  which  has  been 
a  very  great  help  to  us,  and  we  thank  him  sincerely  for  the  kind  thought. 

Although  we  have  some  very  enthusiastic  and  willing  members  who  are  regular  in 
their  attendance,  we  do  need  more  helpers  to  come  to  sew  and  knit,  for  we  have  had 
several  resignations  during  the  year. 

We  have  held  quite  a  number  of  functions  to  make  money  for  the  funds.  In 
January  and  April  we  had  Whist  and  Bridge  Drives,  both  organised  by  Mrs.  Crewe. 
In  July  the  “Lido  in  Leeds’’  at  the  Armley  Baths,  with  the  help  of  our  Chairman 
Mrs.  Austyn  Barran,  was  a  great  success.  Many  of  the  prizes,  the  refreshments  and 
most  of  the  printing  and  stationery,  were  given  by  our  members,  who  all  worked 
splendidly  in  various  ways.  Mrs.  Currer  Briggs  came  and  presented  the  prizes  to 
the  winners  of  different  races,  etc.  Altogether  it  was  a  most  enjoyable  affair  and  I 
have  been  asked  many  times  when  we  are  going  to  repeat  it.  Mr.  Dalton  was  also 
a  great  help  to  us  in  organising,  for  which  we  thank  him. 

After  the  summer  we  started  our  meetings  again  by  an  American  Tea  given  by  Mrs.

She  cannot  give  us  a  great 
deal  of  her  time  but  does  come  in  whenever  she  can,  to  give  us  her  advice  and 
encouragement.

The  work  of  the  Department  has  increased  considerably  with  the  growth  in  the 
general  work  of  the  Hospital.  In  addition,  long  periods  of  unemployment  have 
created  many  needs  and  exhausted  resources,  and  each  need  must  be  considered 
individually.  As  the  possibilities  of  the  Department  have  become  better  known, 
both  within  and  outside  the  Hospital,  more  enquiries  have  been  received  and  more 
assistance  sought. 

The  needs  of  the  patients  have  been  met  as  far  as  possible,  either  directly,  or 
through  the  aid  of  a  state  or  voluntary  social  agency-  It  is  the  work  of  an  Almoner 
to  act  as  guide  and  liaison  officer  between  the  patient  and  the  agency  most  suitable  to 
her  need  and  to  arrange  matters  in  such  a  way  that  independence  and  self-respect 
are  fostered  and  initiative  encouraged.  1  he  help  and  advice  received  have  been 
greatly  appreciated,  both  by  the  Department  and  the  patients. 

Convalescent  treatment  has  been  arranged  at  Blackpool,  Bridlington,  Ilkley,  Malton 
and  Scarborough,  either  directly,  or  through  the  help  of  the  Leeds  Convalescent 
Society,  Public  Health  Department  or  private  individuals.  Such  help  is  of  great 
value,  both  to  the  patient,  in  enabling  her  to  regain  strength  to  undertake  once  more 
her  duties  at  home,  and  to  the  Hospital,  in  completing  the  treatment  given  in  our  wards. 
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Considerable  work  has  been  done  amongst  the  unmarried  mothers  who  come  to  the 
Hospital  at  a  time  of  psychological  strain  and  often  of  grave  financial  anxiety  regarding 
the  period  during  which  they  must  be  unemployed.  For  each  some  constructive 
plan  is  needed  for  her  own  and  her  baby’s  future,  and  for  this,  it  is  necessary  to 
obtain  the  patient’s  confidence  arid  co-operation-  In  this  part  of  my  work,  I  have  been 
given  valuable  help  by  Miss  Chalmers,  who  has  acted  as  Voluntary  Visitor  and  who 
has  helped  to  establish  friendly  relations  by  visiting  a  number  of  the  patients  and  talking 
matters  over  with  them  in  their  own  surroundings.  It  has  been  advisable  and 
possible  to  arrange  for  some  of  these  patients  to  enter  Homes,  and  those  who  have 
not  done  so  have  been  put  in  touch  with  a  Social  Worker  who  has  supervised  her  case 
for  an  Affiliation  Order.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  Homes  and  Foster 
Mothers  for  babies  and  several  adoptions  have  been  completed. 

Those  who  have  sent  gifts  of  clothing,  etc.,  or  who  have  knitted  shawls  and 
garments  for  our  babies  have  relieved  much  anxiety  and  their  thought  and  work  have 
allowed  many  babies  to  leave  Hospital  comfortably  clad. 

Two  students  of  the  Institute  of  Hospital  Almoners  have  received  specialised 
training  in  the  Department. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  given  assistance  and  advice  on  behalf  of  patients. 
Their  co-operation  has  made  possible  the  greater  part  of  the  work  done  and  has  been 
appreciated  both  by  the  patients  and  the  Department.  I  am  grateful,  also,  to  Miss 
Nutt  and  Miss  Thornton,  who,  in  addition  to  Miss  Chalmers,  have  given  voluntary 
service  during  the  year.

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A  Brief  History  of  the  Hospital. 


1904  On  1 3 th  December,  a  Committee  of  Leeds  ladies,  known  as  the  *  Leeds  Ladies’  Hospital 
Fund,  who  raised  funds  for  the  various  hospitals  in  the  City,  passed  a  resolution  that  an 
immediate  attempt  be  made  to  raise  funds  for  the  purpose  of  founding  a  small  Maternity 
Home,  ihoilowing  this  resolution,  Spring  House,  Caledonian  Road,  was  taken  and  equipped 
as  The  Leeds  Maternity  Home.’’ 

1  90y  l  he  Leeds  Maternity  Home  was  opened  by  the  Marchioness  of  Zetland.  Shortly  after  the 
opening  the  name  ot  the  Institution  was  changed  to  the  '*  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital. ’’ 

The  Hospital  was  recognised  by  the  Central  Midwives  Board  as  a  Training  Centre  for  Mid¬ 
wives.  1  here  were  !6  beds  in  the  Hospital.  During  the  first  year  88  cases  were  admitted, 
and  five  Midwives  trained. 

1908  Through  the  good  offices  of  Mr.  F.  R.  Spark,  No.  42  Hyde  Terrace  was  presented  to  the 
Trustees  by  Mr.  Joseph  ELllershaw  Pepper,  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  work  of  the 
Charity. 

In  the  same  year,  a  District  Midwife  was  installed  at  Hunslet. 

1909  An  appeal  was  launched  for  the  raising  of  £10,000  for  adapting  42  Hyde  Terrace,  and  adding 
and  equipping  a  new  wing  to  meet  the  urgent  requirements  of  the  Hospital 

1910  The  new  wing  was  completed  and  opened  by  Mrs.  Madge  Kendal  (Later  Dame  Kendal).  These 
buildings  gave  accommodation  for  33  beds  and  2  7  nursing  staff. 

1913  The  debt  on  the  new  building  was  cleared. 

1916  Mi  ss  Caroline  March,  who  had  been  president  of  the  Hospital  since  its  inception,  resigned 
her  position  and  Mr.  Charles  Ratcliffe  (later  Mr.  Charles  Ratcliffe  Brotherton)  was  elected 
President. 

1917  The  Hospital  was  recognised  by  the  Local  Government  Board  and  the  Leeds  City  Corpor¬ 
ation,  and  received  an  annual  grant  for  the  maintenance  of  1  0  beds. 

1918  Further  extension  became  necessary,  and  St.  George’s  Vicarage,  adjoining  the  Hospital,  was 
bought  and  adapted  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Nursing  Staff,  thus  releasing  valuable  space 
for  more  beds  in  the  Hospital  for  patients. 

1922  A  resident  Medical  Officer  was  appointed,  who,  by  an  agreement  with  the  University  of  Leeds 
was  also  Tutor  in  Obstetrics  to  all  Students  of  the  Leeds  Medical  School.  At  this  date  five 
District  Branches  had  been  opened  under  the  auspices  of  the  Hospital. 

1923  The  Board  of  Management  now  had  to  face  the  grave  fact  that,  in  spite  of  all  that  had  been 
done  here  in  Leeds  and  elsewhere  in  the  country,  the  maternal  death  rate  was  as  high  as  it 
had  been  a  quarter  of  a  century  previously.  It  was  therefore  thought  necessary  to  provide 
three  important  facilities— 

(a)  More  opportunities  for  ante-natal  treatment  and  teaching 

(b)  More  ordinary  lying-in  beds. 

(c)  A  department  for  the  treatment  of  septic  cases  and  for  research. 

and,  anticipating  the  finding  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Maternal  Mortality,  and  the  far- 
reaching  appeal  of  Her  Majesty  The  Queen,  it  was  decided  to  embark  on  extensions  of  the 
Hospital  to  provide  these  facilities. 

192  7  Mr.  Charles  Ratcliffe  (later  Mr.  Charles  Ratcliffe  Brotherton)  resigned  the  Presidentship 
and  Mr.  P.  Austyn  Barran  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Management. 

1928  The  Foundation  Stone  of  the  extensions  was  laid  on  26th  January  by  H.R.H.  The  Princess 
Royal  (Princess  Mary). 

1930  The  aim3  of  1923  were  achieved  by  November  of  this  year,  when  the  Hospital  was  officially 
opened  by  Mrs.  Stanley  Baldwin,  and  the  whole  of  the  extended  premises  was  in  occupation 
The  extensions  included  a  new  Nurses  Home,  situated  opposite  the  Hospital,  for  which 
purpose  Nos.  27,  29,  and  3  1  Hyde  Terrace  had  been  purchased. 

1933  The  total  cost  of  the  extensions,  completed  in  1930,  was  £63,807,  and  with  the  assistance  of 
a  generous  public,  supported  by  grants  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Leeds  City  Corp¬ 
oration,  £60,430  had  been  raised,  leaving  £ 3,3  7  7  still  required  to  meet  the  debt. 

There  has  been  ample  justification  for  this  step  taken  by  the  Board  of  Management,  for, 
despite  the  fact  that  by  re-arrangement  of  the  wards,  1  3  1  beds  are  the  present  complement 
of  the  Hospital,  these  beds  are  being  continually  filled  to  capacity,  and  one-third  of  the  babies 
born  in  the  City  in  1932  were  born  in  the  Hospital. 

1934  4  beds  added  to  the  Isolation  Department,  making  total  bed  complement  135.

AMENDED  8th  DECEMBER  1933. 


1 —  -The  Hospital  shall  be  known  as  the  LEEDS  MATERNITY  HOSPITAL,  and 

shall  be  one  of  the  component  Hospitals  of  the  Leeds  Voluntary  Hospitals 
Council. 

2 —  Thei  Hospital  is  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  women  during  childbirth,  and  for 
the  abnormal  conditions  of  the  ante  natal  and  lying-in  periods,  in  cases  where  the 
patient  is  unable  to  provide  for  the  necessary  attention  in  her  own  home. 

3 —  The  circumstances  of  patients  shall  be  investigated  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  their 

suitability  for  admission  to  the  Hospital  and  their  ability  to  contribute  towards  the 
cost  of  treatment. 

4 —  -There  shall  be  a  General  Committee  consisting  of  the  President,  Vice-Presidents, 

the  Lady  Mayoress,  the  Board  of  Management,  Officers  of  thei  Linen  League 
(three),  Officers  of  the  Sewing  Party  (three),  and  the  Ward  Presidents.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  appoint  the  Board  and  submit  their  appointments 
for  approval  to  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  a 
year  for  this  purpose  and  to  receive  a  report  on  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

3- — The  Officers  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice-Presidents,  an  Honorary  Treasurer, 
and  an  Honorary  Secretary. 

6 —  The  Board  of  Management  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  fourteen  or  more  than 
seventeen  members,  who  shall  be  subscribers,  together  with  four  representatives 
of  the  Leeds  Corporation,  two  of  the  Leeds  Workpeople  s  Hospital  Fund,  and 
one  representative  of  the  University  of  Leeds,  together  with  not  more  than  four 
Honorary  Obstetric  Surgeons.  The  elected  members  of  the  Board  shall  hold 
office  for  a  period  of  three  years,  and  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election,  one  third 
to  retire  annually. 

7 —  The  Board  of  Management  alone  shall  direct  and  control  the  Hospital.  It  shall 
appoint  committees  for  any  purpose  in  connection  with  the  business  of  the 
Hospital.  It  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  that  may  occur  on  the  Board  of 
Management  during  the  periods  intervening  between  the  Annual  Meetings  up  to 
the  maximum  of  seventeen  members.  The  Board  of  Management  shall  meet 
monthly  and  as  they  may  determine  and  at  other  times  upon  requisition  in  writing 
signed  by  not  less  than  six  members  of  the  Board  to  be  given  to  the.  Secretary, 
who  shall  call  such  meeting  not  less  than  seven  days  after  the  receipt  of  such 
requisition. 

The  Committees  shall  at  their  first  meeting  elect  a  Chairman. 
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8—  The  Board  of  Management  shall  at  its  first  meeting  following  the  Annual  Meeting 
elect  a  Chairman,  an  Honorary  Secretary,  and  an  Honorary  Treasurer,  and  only 
members  of  the  Board  of  Management  shall  be  eligible  for  election. 

9 —  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  take  place  as  early  in  the  year  as  possible.  At  the 
meeting,  the  Report  and  Audited  Accounts  and  Balance  Sheet  for  the  previous 
year  ending  31st  December  shall  be  presented  and  the  Board  of  Management 
elected. 

1  0 — The  Hospital  shall  keep  its  Accounts  in  accordance  with  the  revised  Uniform 
System  of  Hospital  Accounts  as  adopted  by  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund 
for  London. 

1  1 — The  Chairman  of  any  meeting  shall  have  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

1  2 — The  Members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  the  Gynaecological  and 
Obstetric  Tutor,  and  the  Resident  Medical  Staff,  shall  be  elected  and  shall  hold 
office  under  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the  Rules  of  the  Leeds  Voluntary 
Hospitals  Council. 

1  3 — The  whole  of  the  property  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  Trustees.  The 
Trustees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Management  and  shall  not  exceed 
six  in  number  or  be  less  than  two.  The  Trustees  shall  be  at  liberty  to  vest  all 
property  on  their  behalf  in  a  Trust  Corporation  or  Bank  as  Custodian  Trustee. 

1  4 — The  power  of  making,  repealing  and  altering  Rules  shall  be  vested  in  the  General 
Committee;  but  no  rule  shall  be  made,  altered  or  repealed,  unless  the  substance 
of  the  proposed  addition,  repeal  or  alteration  has  been  laid  before  the  Board  of 
Management  and  the  Leeds  Voluntary  Hospitals  Council. 
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
